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Insurer vows to leave city, may ran for mayor 


Goodlett furious after city threatens to shut him down over business license

The agencies that insure 
city and county government 
don’t have business licenses, 
prompting one local insurance 
agent to say he shouldn’t have 
to buy licenses, either. 

Outraged that the city 
threatened him a hefty fine 
and possible closure for not 


purchasing a business license, 
Rodney Goodlett of Goodlett 
Insurance Group said Monday 
that he has refused to pay for 
the license on principle after 
reading nearly a year ago in 
The Anderson News that nei¬ 
ther the Kentucky Association 
of Counties nor League of Cit¬ 
ies have business licenses. 

“I told myself when I read 


that I would not buy another 
business license,” Goodlett 
said Monday afternoon after 
receiving a letter from the city 
saying that he’s facing fines 
totaling over $1,300. 

“This is not about paying 
$190 for a license. I’ve done 
this intentionally.”

Child pom 
suspect 
rejects offer 

50-year-old told police he 
has'sexual desires' for kids

A Lawrenceburg man who 
told police he had “sexual 
desires for children” has reject¬ 
ed a plea offer 
from prosecutors 
on child pornog¬ 
raphy charges. 

Shelby County 
Commonwealth 
Attorney Laura 
Donnell said her 
office has been 
working on a plea 
agreement for Mark Hawks, 
which he turned down April 16 
in Shelby Circuit Court. 

“We’ve extended an offer, 
but he hasn’t accepted it,” Don¬ 
nell told a reporter during a 
break in court proceedings. 
“That’s why he asked for a con¬ 
tinuance.” 

Hawks, 50, was indicted in 
Anderson County last July on 
70 counts of possession and dis¬ 
tribution of child pornography. 
The charges include 10 counts 
of first-degree distribution of 
matter portraying a sexual 
performance by a minor and

Derby umbrellas create business opportunities

The Silks and Shade company 
began with a blue 
umbrella. 

Decorated with 
colorful outlines of 
the Derby jockey silks, 
that first blue patio 
umbrella was the 
homemade answer 
for Lawrenceburg 
resident Melissa 
Wells Hanks’ quest to 
find an umbrella for 
her Kentucky Derby 
themed party. 

“I got on the Inter¬ 
net, and I couldn’t find one,” Hanks 
said, adding that she got the idea from 
a friend of hers who painted. “So I 


thought, oh well, I’ll do it myself.” 

Now, three years later, Hanks 
designs patio umbrellas for her side 
business Silks and 
Shade, which sells 
hand-painted jockey 
silk patio umbrellas to 
horse farms and Ken¬ 
tucky retail shops. 

“I’ve always kind 
of liked to do things 
like this, and I think 
that goes hand in hand 
with my profession, 
doing hair,” she said. 

‘I think that’s kind of 
craftsy.” 

Word of mouth 
spread about Hanks’s umbrellas, and 
eventually, they started being sold in

Man found living in drainpipe, 
using meth gets probation

Two of the three people found 
using methamphetamine and liv¬ 
ing in a drainpipe behind Rite Aid 
nearly two years ago 
were placed on proba¬ 
tion Tuesday morning in 
Anderson Circuit Court. 

The third person, 

Charity White, is sched¬ 
uled to be sentenced 
next month. 

William Aired and 
James Buell pleaded 
guilty to complicity to 
manufacture and pos¬ 
sess methamphetamine. 

Both were scheduled 
to be sentenced to five 
years in prison, but were 
allowed to complete the 
balance of their sentenc¬ 
es on probation. 

Aired had already 
served 20 months in jail 
since the time of his 
arrest. Buell had served 
a total of eight months 
on the meth charges, 
along with charges 
against him in other 
counties. He was already 
out of jail on his own recognizance. 

Aired, dressed in prison orange and 
shackles, smiled when Circuit Court 
Judge Charles Hickman probated the 
balance of his sentence. He turned 
and looked at White and Buell, who 
were seated behind the jury pool, 
smiled and mouthed the words, 
“They’re letting me out.” 

He turned back to Hickman and 
asked if the state reformatory where 
he has been housed would let him go 
today. 

Hickman replied that would be up 
to the reformatory. 

“Well, I’ve been locked up for 20 
months, so a couple more days isn’t 
going to hurt,” Aired said.

Kentucky-focused retail shops like Taste 
of Kentucky the Kentucky Horse Park, 
Keeneland and Two Chicks & Co. 

Famous American jockey and Derby 
winner Pat Day and his wife Sheila 
had seen the patio umbrellas at Taste 
of Kentucky, and asked if Hanks would 
donate patio umbrellas to fundraising 
functions for their respective charities: 
Pat’s charity Race Track Chaplaincy 
of America and Sheila’s charity Mom’s 
Closet. 

Hanks, who said she is family friends 
with the Days, said donating the 
umbrellas got her in touch with many 
Kentucky horse farms, who wanted 
umbrellas featuring their specific jockey 
silks’ colors and patterns. 

“With me donating my umbrellas 
to [the Days’ charities], it’s gotten me a 
lot of exposure in the horse industry,” 
Hanks said. 

That wasn’t her end goal, however. 

“If nothing else, if I didn’t get another 
order for another umbrella, I would still 
make them to donate to charities,” she 
said. Hanks said she plans on donating 
umbrellas again this year in time for 
Sheila Day’s charity fundraiser in early 
May. 

Silks and Shade became an official 
business just last year, and Hanks said 
she’s made about 30 patio umbrellas, 
although she branched out to printing 
the jockey silks’ design onto handheld 
umbrellas, placemats and pillows. 

Each horse farm’s patio umbrella 
must be unique; Hanks said she 
researches the jockey silks ‘ design care¬ 
fully. 

“I had to research the jockey silks to 
make sure I didn’t duplicate anyone’s 
jockey silks,” she said. “I had to dream 
them up, think them up.” 

For umbrellas Hanks sells in retail 
stores, she uses the same pattern of jock¬ 
ey silk colors she knows are not affili¬ 
ated with any individual farm. 

“It’s more or less their trademark,” she 


said of the horse farms. “You have to be 
unique in a business name, so it’s kind of 
the same thing.” 

It takes about 4-5 hours to complete 
finish hand painting a patio umbrella, 
time Hanks uses to unwind. 

“With my busy schedule, I can usual¬ 
ly roll out maybe two a week,” Hanks, a 
mother of three, said. “But that’s usually 
all the quiet time, sit down time I can 
get. And usually I’ll work on them late 
at night after everyone has gone to bed.” 

It’s similar to what Hanks’ grand¬ 
mother would do. 


“She’d used to crochet while watching 
television, but I paint patio umbrellas,” 
she said. 

Although it’s now a job rather than a 
hobby, Hanks said she still enjoys mak¬ 
ing the umbrellas, even during the busy 
spring season when orders flood in. 

Especially when it’s for a good cause, 
like the Day’s charities. 

“It is work, but no, I have enjoyed it so 
much,” Hanks said.

White was originally scheduled 
for sentencing Tuesday as well, 
but that has been moved to May 8. 

White, according to court 
records, is also awaiting indict¬ 
ment on allegations she crashed 
a car Jan. 29 on Hammonds Creek 
Road. She was arrested for wan¬ 
ton endangerment, DUI, driving 
on a suspended license and other 
charges at that time. Court records 
claim she was huffing compressed 
air duster before the crash. 

Those charges were referred 
March 30 to the Anderson County 
Grand Jury, and she remains free 
of custody. 

All three were arrested and 
charged in August of 2010 after 
police found them living in a 
drain pipe and apparently mixing 
the ingredients known to make 
meth. 

According to court records, 
White told police they had been 
kicked out of a residence at 133.5 
Brenda Drive in Lawrenceburg, 
and were “hanging out” at the 
pipe — a large concrete pipe 
located in an open area behind 
Rite Aid. 

When questioned, Buell and 
Aired told police they “had no 
idea” where acid, starter fluid 
and other suspected items used 
to make meth came from, and all 
three denied owning a syringe 
also found at the scene, according 
to court records. 

Court records also said that 
a surveillance video obtained 
through Walmart showed them 
purchasing items used to make 
meth, including starter fluid, Ster- 
no, pseudoephedrine and other 
items.

businesses and, in his 
opinion, does not need a 
city business license. 

Conway said he 
checked with an attor¬ 
ney at KACo who told 
him it doesn’t need a 
license, either, because 
it’s a non-profit. 

“I think they’re 
wrong,” Goodlett said. 
“KACo and the League 
of Cities are my com¬ 
petitors, and I don’t see 
any difference in mak¬ 
ing them buy business 
licenses. 

“I live here, eat here 
and pay taxes here, but 
they just come in and 
take money out of the 
county and city and go 
back to Lexington and 
Frankfort. 

“I’m not like KACo. I 
can’t entertain county 
officials by buying them 
drinks at strip clubs,” 
Goodlett said, referring 
to a scandal several years 
ago that involved KACo 
officials at that time. 

Goodlett conceded 
that he would have to 


pay the city’s license fee, 
and said he planned to 
do so Monday afternoon. 

Had he decided other¬ 
wise, he faced a fine of 
$1,365 and, according to a 
citation issued March 30, 
the city shutting down 
his business. 

Hume said that could 
have hap¬ 
pened 
already. 

“The 
code 
enforce¬ 
ment offi¬ 
cer could 
have 
issued a 
stop work order months 
ago,” said Hume, “and 
[Goodlett] would have 
had to go before the code 
enforcement board to 
request to reopen.” 

The code enforcement 
board, created earlier 
this year, gives the city 
authority to shut down 
businesses operating 
without a license, Hume 
said. 

“Before, our only 
option was to get a court 
order to lock the door on 
the business,” Hume said. 

Goodlett said along 
with purchasing the 


business license, he has 
other plans that include 
running for mayor and 
moving his business out 
of Lawrenceburg. 

“I’m thinking about 
running for mayor 
against Edwinna Baker,” 
he said. “Several people 
are on me to run and 
straighten Lawrence¬ 
burg out instead of con¬ 
tinuing on with the good 
old boy system. 

“It would help if the 
mayor of Lawrenceburg 
had actually run a busi¬ 
ness before instead of 
always working in gov¬ 
ernment. Maybe then 
she’d understand the cost 
of doing business.” 

Although city council 
elections are slated for 
this fall, Baker’s will 
not be up for re-election 
until 2014. 

Goodlett added that 
city government is not 
business-f r iendly. 

“It’s not at all. If you 
think this city is business 
friendly, name the last 
time a factory actually 
relocated into the city of 
Lawrenceburg. 

“In fact, once this cur¬ 
rent city business license 
expires in July, I’m going 


to move my business out 
of city limits. I’m done 
doing business there. 

“If the people of 
Anderson County 
acted like our leaders 
and instead of doing 
business locally they 
bought everything they 
need out of town, there 
wouldn’t be any gas sta¬ 
tions, restaurants or any¬ 
thing else in Lawrence¬ 
burg, but when they 
get in financial trouble, 
they’re quick to come 
to local businesses and 
taxpayers and ask for tax 
increases.” 

By statute, any busi¬ 
ness located in Anderson 
County must have a 
county business license. 
Businesses located in the 
city must have city and 
county business license. 

The statutes also 
require businesses 
located outside of Ander¬ 
son County and Law¬ 
renceburg to purchase 
licenses if they are doing 
business here, but that 
depends on what they 
are doing. 

Hume said those 
doing “physical” work 
inside city limits need 
a license. Asked if an 


insurance agent from 
another city would be 
required to buy a license 
if they were here mak¬ 
ing a sales pitch to a 
homeowner, he said no. 

“The Modern Wood¬ 
men (an insurance agen¬ 
cy) I know for sure does 
that when they have 
someone come to your 
house and go through 
what they offer,” Hume 
said. 

“That’s just a paper 
drill. They fill out the 
forms at your house, 
but they process all 
the paperwork at their 
office. 

“That may not be a 


good answer, but that’s 
how I see it and that’s 
how it’s been done.” 

When asked if Bob 
Davis, the agent from 
insurance company Peel 
and Holland who sells 
insurance to the county 
on KACo’s behalf has a 
business license, Conway 
checked and later said he 
does not. 

“Peel and Holland 
is going to get theirs,” 
Conway said. “They’ve 
never been asked, and 
Bob Davis said he wasn’t 
aware of it.”

60 counts of possessing matter por¬ 
traying a sexual performance by 
a minor. 

All 70 indictments are Class D 
felonies. 

In Shelby County, he is facing 
40 counts of distributing child 
pornography. He was charged with 
those offenses the day after he 
was charged in Anderson County. 

Donnell said the charges in 
Anderson County relate to Hawks’ 
allegedly possessing and distribut¬ 
ing child pornography from his 
address there. 


She said the Shelby County 
charges are related to his distrib¬ 
uting similar images at his place 
of employment. 

The charges stem from a Ken¬ 
tucky State Police investigation 
that began outside Hawks’ home 
last March. 

In his affidavit for a search 
warrant, KSP Det. Bill Collins said 
he used the state police Child 
Protection System to observe files 
being downloaded to Hawks’ Inter¬ 
net provider address on March 5. 
He said the files included names 
consistent with child exploitation 
files. From there his investigation 
revealed that Hawks was down¬ 
loading child pornography. 

Collins wrote that he was 


also able to obtain Hawks’ Time 
Warner/Roadrunner subscriber 
information from the company’s 
headquarters in Herndon, Va., 
establishing that Hawks was 
receiving and transmitting files 
that contained child pornography. 

Hawks was arrested at his 
home in April 2011, and his lap¬ 
top, Blackberry phone and a 
thumb drive were confiscated. 

In his report, Collins said that 
after Hawks was arrested, he 
admitted possessing and distribut¬ 
ing child pornography and that 
he has “sexual desires toward chil¬ 
dren,” according to documents on 
file in Anderson Circuit Court. 

Hawks has been given a new 
court date of May 21.

Make-A-Wish gives cancer survivor makeover, trip to Disney

Ryleigh McKinney’s parents saw their cancer-stricken 2-year-old daugh¬ 
ter enter a fight for her life 11 months ago. 

Last Friday night, they saw her turned into a princess. 

Students from Eastern Kentucky University threw a party for Ryleigh, 
now 3, as she and her family prepared for a trip to Disney World, courtesy of 
the Make-A-Wish Foundation. 

With a crown, scepter, makeup 
and a beautiful yellow gown, the stu¬ 
dents transformed plucky Ryleigh 
from a bashful little girl into a stun¬ 
ning princess during the celebration, 
which was held inside Patriot Hall at 
American Legion Park. 

With family and friends looking 
on, Ryleigh enjoyed pizza, cake and 
even a visit from a life-sized princess, 
all in preparation for her family’s 
trip later this month. 

“We’re all just really excited,” 
said Ryleigh’s mom, Tonia, who was 
there with her husband, Paul and 
Ryleigh’s 5-year-old sister, Raegan. 

“We are just so thankful for this 
experience because both Ryleigh and Eye shadow is applied to Ryleigh McKinney 
Raegan have been through a lot.” as she is transformed into a princess last 

The Make-A-Wish Foundation Friday evening, 
granted the McKinneys a trip to 
Disney World, but it was the EKU 
students who made it a reality. 

Students with the Chi Omega sorority at EKU have partnered with Make- 
A-Wish for each of the past 10 years, and hold annual fundraisers to pay for 
the trips. 

During the event, students took turns turning Ryleigh into a princess. 
They applied eye shadow and glitter, and helped her into her yellow gown 
and fancy white gloves before placing a crown on her head and handing her 
a scepter.

Legislature needs 
stronger take on meth 

KACo, League of Cities should buy business licenses, too 

olumn as I see ’em... 

The next time a state legislator starts talking about forc¬ 
ing you to have a prescription to buy cold medicine due to 
the evils of methamphetamine, ask him or her to explain the fol¬ 
lowing. 

Tuesday morning I sat in awe as two of the three people found 
living in a drainage pipe and using meth behind Rite Aid nearly 
two years ago received probation after pleading guilty to the 
charges against them. 

One of them had already served 20 months while 
his case plodded its way through court. The other 
served a total of eight months — 65 days on the meth 
charge and the balance on charges in other counties. 

Yet the judge had little choice but to let them go on 
probation for their crimes. 

It’s not the judge’s fault. Blame needs to be assigned 
to the legislature’s failure to make those involved in 
making, distributing and using meth actually pay 
a harsh, lasting sentence for their actions. Yes, I said 
their actions, and don’t bother coming at me with this 
“disease” garbage because it was them, not some dis¬ 
ease, who made a conscious decision to use meth. 

And get a load of this. The third person found in 
that drainpipe, a woman, was also there watching as her buddies 
were paroled. 

Not in a prison jump suit, mind you, she’s free as a bird and 
awaiting sentence despite being arrested in late January following 
a car accident on Hammonds Creek Road. 

It wasn’t just any car accident, either. According to court docu¬ 
ments, she was huffing compressed air normally used to clean 
electronics at the time of the accident. Others in the vehicle said 
so, and claims she was driving in excess of 70 mph before the 
crash on the windy, narrow county road. 

That she, her passengers or an innocent motorist weren’t killed 
is a miracle. 

There is something inherently wrong with a legal system 
when three people found living in a drainpipe and using meth 
wait nearly two years to be sentenced. 

There is something even more wrong with a legal system that 
speaks out of one side of its mouth about the evils of meth but 
allows three people who admittedly used the stuff to walk away 
after serving a very short period of time in jail. 

Trust me, those who have already jumped into the black 
hole of meth may not be able to control their actions any more, 
but they’re certainly aware that the penalty isn’t nearly severe 
enough to make them stop. 

Meanwhile, if the legislature does require the rest of us to have 
a prescription for cold pills, we can cough up a co-pay to our doc¬ 
tor, a co-pay to the drug store and take time off work every time 
we or one of our children are hit with the sniffles. 

Oh, and we can also pay attorney fees and rehab costs for those 
who make meth their drug of choice. 

S peaking of forced to pay, catch the article on A1 about the 
local insurance agent angry that he needs to purchase city 
and county business licenses when the agencies that insure 
city and county government don’t. 

It’s easy to dismiss the Kentucky Association of Counties and 
League of Cities as non-profit groups that 
should be excluded from buying business 
licenses, but it’s also more than a little dis¬ 
ingenuous. 

While investigating that article, I ques¬ 
tioned whether Peel and Holland, the 
company that sells insurance on KACo’s 
behalf, has a business license. 

The answer was no, but the company 
would buy one immediately. 

Frankly, KACo should buy one, too, and 
here’s why. Although KACo provides a 
variety of training and services to county 
governments, those employed by KACo 
have a more than a passing interest in sell¬ 
ing insurance. 

When faced with competition a few years ago, a salesman from 
Peel and Holland brought in plenty of reinforcements employed 
directly by KACo who gave their own smarmy, impassioned sales 
pitches in an all out effort to secure Anderson County’s business. 

These guys sounded somewhat believable when they pros¬ 
elytized about the wonderful work they do for the citizens of 
the commonwealth, blah, blah, blah, but that was before their 
cohorts were outed for using what amounted to tax dollars to 
party down with, ahem, ladies of the night. 

Don’t kid yourself. KACo’s hierarchy showed up here for one 
purpose only: to make sure they could continue to wet their beaks 
in Anderson County’s money trough. 

And if you think the motives behind the scenes at the League 
of Cities are any different, you’re wrong. 

Both are, among other things, insurance and loan companies 
created by the very entities they insure, and have vested interests 
in beating back competition. 

Asking them to pony up a couple hundreds bucks for a busi¬ 
ness license isn’t an unreasonable request, but one you can rest 
assured will be denied.

Manage stress in the midst of busy parenthood

M en and women feel 
stress in their role as 
parents. Part of the 
challenge is balancing family 

life and work life _ 

plus community 
service. Some 
parents also go to 
school and oth¬ 
ers work more 
than one job. So 
how do you have 
peace and har¬ 
mony at home? 

There are 
some things 
only you can do. 

There are others 
that you think 

you are the only one who can 
do it. Some things can wait. 

A few tasks just can’t or won’t 
get done. I encourage you to 
have a serious discussion as 
parents about the responsi¬ 
bilities that drive your stress 
as a parent. How do they fit 
into the list above? 

Some of the things that 
only you can do are eat, exer¬ 
cise and sleep. Some of you 
don’t eat well. You don’t exer¬ 
cise at all. You are constantly 
sleep deprived. You have to 
give up something in order to 
get more of something else. 
Give up some stress. Every¬ 
one in your circle of influ¬ 
ence will benefit if you allow 
yourself the time you need 
to take care of yourself. You 
will be better in your parent 
role. 

Learn to calm yourself 
in a way that works for you. 


Take a break; talk it over 
with someone you trust, or do 
something physically active. 
Some people work out, others 
jog or walk, some mow the 
lawn and others clean. What 
works for you? 

Remind yourself that you 
are in charge of how you 
think about what happens 
and how you respond. You 
can’t always be in charge of 
what happens. 

Learn to say no when 
someone asks you to help. 

You can’t do it all and some¬ 
one else may step forward 
to do it if you aren’t avail¬ 
able. Or, maybe that task 
really didn’t need to be done. 
Sometimes we create work 
for ourselves by making the 
event or more elaborate than 
needed. 

Our children may feel like 
they are in the way or caus¬ 
ing us problems. Is that the 
message that we want to give 
them? 

Recognize the effort that 
your child makes. It may 
not be perfect but experi¬ 
ence is how they learn. I 
usually teach the four times 
rules and the ten times rules 
at parenting class. Both of 
these rules really help reduce 
parental stress. 

The Four Times Rule is 
that children generally take 
about four times longer 
than you to do a task. Of 
course, this amount of time 
does change with age and 
experience. If you factor in 


this greater amount of time 
a task will take, then you 
will relieve yourself of some 
stress. Packing and loading 
the car for vacations was 
certainly an example of this 
for me. 

The Ten Times Rule is to 
ask yourself if this problem 
will matter in 10 minutes, 10 
hours, 10 days, 10 weeks, 10 
months or 10 years. Think¬ 
ing like this will result in 
fewer parental explosions 
for rather minor problems. 

It will reduce your stress 
immensely when you learn 
to match your reaction to the 
real seriousness of the issue. 

I encourage you to con¬ 
sider registering for the par¬ 
enting class, Keys to Great 
Parenting which begins on 
Friday, April 20. The cost is 
just $3 per person or $5 per 
household. Call the Ander¬ 
son County Extension Office 
at 502-839-7271 to register.

The Iraq War happened? 
Sorry, I didn’t catch the movie 


April’s longer daylight hours a boon for plants 


S ome things are guaranteed 
to make me angry. 

People who text during 
movies. 

Pandas. 

Filling out my 
tax returns. 

But nothing 
inspires such fiery, 
unadulterated 
quivering fury as 
those people who 
flaunt their own 
ignorance like a 
trendy trophy. 

This is nothing 
new. I’m pretty 
sure I’ve written 
about the subject before. 

And here is a reincarnation 
of such complaints, in the form 
of the Titanic anniversary. 

As you may or may not 
know, last week was the 100th 


anniversary of the Titanic 
disaster, in which 1,500 people 
perished in the icy Atlantic 
waters on April 14,1912. 

To commemorate the anni¬ 
versary of its sinking, media 
outlets ran stories. A cruise ship 
led curious history buffs to the 
site of the ship’s watery grave. 

And some people jumped 
on social media site Twitter 
to announce that they did not 
know the sinking of the Titanic 
was a real event. 

Seriously. Believe me, I wish 
this was a joke. 

They apparently believed 
the story of the sink’s sinking 
was just a movie plot, thanks 
to the popular re-release of 
director James Cameron’s 1997 
Oscar-winning hit “Titanic.”

W ow! It’s the middle 
of April and we 
have light. 

We already 
have better than 
12 hours and by 
the time May 
1 rolls around, 
we’ll be push¬ 
ing 14 hours of 
daylight. Ilove 
it. It gives me 
more time to do 
stuff outside, 
and believe me, 

I always need 
more time. 

April is a 
busy time for our plants. 
Perennials have popped and 
could use a dose of fertil¬ 
izer. Spring fertilizing helps 
plants get off to a strong 
start for the season. Lord 
knows the weather over 
the next six months could 


be just as strange as the last 
six. Healthy plants can get 
through just about anything. 

Depending on your land¬ 
scape choices, you may have 
a long list of to do’s outside 
during the rest of the month. 
Roses benefit from a cocktail 
of coffee or coffee grounds, 
ground up banana peels, 
bone meal or rock phosphate 
and a tablespoon of Epsom 
salts. Two weeks after 
blooming has started, give 
them another dose. 

Spring blooming plants, 
though faded and past need 
fertilized now, too. Don’t cut 
the green leaves yet though. 
The leaves help them store 
up energy for next year. 
Spring blooming shrubs can 
be pruned now. Remember, 
only cut one third of the 
length of the branch off. 

Trees need fertilizer now, 


too. If you’re planting new 
trees this year there are a 
couple of things that you can 
do to really help them start 
strong. Like it or not, a hole 
that is twice as big as you 
need is really helpful to the 
plant. Roots are everything. 
The bigger hole helps them 
get established. 

Another thing to keep in 
mind, with our lovely clay 
soil, is to mix the good with 
the bad. Since the clay soil 
is so dense, some may think 
that by filling the hole with 
potting soil or some other 
bag soil would be a good 
thing. Not! 

If the soil surrounding the 
roots is really fine, it makes 
the roots weak. Then, by the 
time they reach the clay 
they have a really tough 
time breaking through it.

Mix your fill-in soil. Use the dirt 
you dug out of the hole and mix 
it with the bag stuff before filling 
in the hole. 

A general rule of thumb is to 
wait on fertilizing anything you 
just put in the ground. Let the 
new plant get used to being there 
for about two weeks. Plants go 
through a little period of being 
in shock when newly planted, so 
it’s best to wait a bit before fertil¬ 


izing. 

Melon lovers can start their 
seeds indoors right now to make 
sure they have watermelon for 
the Fourth of July. Presoak them 
first. Find some shredded paper or 
newspaper and put a handful or 
two in a Ziplock bag. 

Wet the paper and then drop 
in the seeds and shake so the 
seeds are mixed in with the paper. 
You’re just softening up the outer 
shell of the seed to speed up 
sprouting. 

After a couple of days you can 
plant the soft seed in trays and 
keep them indoors to grow. When 


the plant is 3-4 inches tall you can 
take them outside to get use to the 
weather. After a week of the out¬ 
doors, plant them in the garden. 

Now, I’ve got to go water my 
tomatoes. 

My indoor grow room is about 
to get really crowded as the 
transplanting begins. I won’t be 
planting them in the garden until 
Mother’s Day or later. 

I’m not about to let this freaky 
weather take my babies. Happy 
growing!

Linda Shannon of Law¬ 
renceburg became instant 
friends with Yvonne Lacy- 
Baskerville in line for the 
bathroom on the Annapolis 
pier. 

Two weeks ago, the pair 
found themselves waiting in 
yet another line — this time, 
as invited guests to the 134th 
annual White House Easter 
Egg Roll. 

Shannon said she and Lacy- 
Baskerville realize the line to 
the ladies’ is an odd place to 
form a friendship. 

Back in 2010, Shannon had 
been visiting the Maryland 
capitol of Annapolis with her 
grandchildren, taking in a re¬ 
enactment on a pirate ship in 
Annapolis Harbor when she 
struck up a conversation with 
Lacy-Baskerville. 

“Just immediately,” Shan¬ 
non said of her connection 
with the Annapolis resident. 
“We just started talking, and it 
was like we had known each 
other forever.” 

The two grandmothers 
exchanged phone numbers 
and e-mail addresses to keep 
in touch, e-mailing or calling 
each other about once a week. 

“I tease her all the time 
that over this period of time, 
we have shared at least 350 
e-mails between the two of 
us,” Lacy-Baskerville said via 
e-mail. 

One recent phone call 
involved exciting news about 
this year’s White House Easter 
Egg Roll, a centuries-old annu¬ 
al White House tradition. 

“She called one day and 
said, ‘Linda are you sitting 
down?’ and I said yes, and she 
said, ‘Linda, we’re going to the 
White House,”’ Shannon said. 
“I think I probably said, “Hal¬ 
lelujah, can I tell Rick [Shan¬ 


non’s husband] now?” 

Lacy-Baskerville works as 
a service coordinator for the 
Robin wood public housing 
development in Annapolis, 
and coordinates educational 
and cultural activities for 
about 150 low-to-moderate 
income families living there. 

Along with about 30,000 
others who entered the ticket 
lottery, Lacy-Baskerville won 
White House Easter Egg Roll 
tickets for herself, Shannon 
and four Robin wood children, 
chosen by their principal for 
excellent report card scores. 

“Most of our children don’t 
get the opportunity to venture 
far away from home, and you 
could see the enjoyment on 
their little faces as we traveled 
in the van into the nation’s 
capitol,” Lacy-Baskerville, who 
had attended the Easter Egg 
Roll once before, said. 

“The difference in this 
White House adventure was 
that these children were from 
families with socio-disadvan- 
taged backgrounds and some 
would probably never get this 
chance again.” 

Early on Easter Monday 
morning, the small group trav¬ 
eled 30 minutes into Wash¬ 
ington, D.C., and spent at least 
two hours waiting in line with 
6,000-7,000 other attendees. 

“We probably did spend 
more time in line than we did 
on the White House grounds,” 
Shannon said with a laugh, 
adding that Egg Roll event 
was split up into four different 
time slots. 

One boy said his mom 
wouldn’t let him go to the 
White House unless he wore 
a tie — but Shannon wore a 
UK sweater and scarf, hoping 
to catch the attention of the 
president. 

“The only one who noticed 
was a Kansas fan,” Shannon 
laughed, adding that President 
Barack Obama had been at the 
event earlier in the day. 

There were other notable 
figures present, though: life- 


What is the White House 
Easter Eqq Roll? 

The tradition of the White House Easter 
Egg Roll dates back to the presidency of 
Rutherford B. Hayes, according the official 
White House website. 

Hayes invited area children in 1848 to roll 
hard-boiled eggs using wooden spoons 
down the south slope of the White House 
lawn, and the event has evolved since that 
time to feature the traditional Egg Roll, 
as well as celebrities, musical guests and 
educational games and activities. 

Children attending the 134th White House 
Easter Egg Roll this year received a wooden 
Easter egg with a picture of the White 
House, the date of the Easter Egg Roll and 
the president's signature. 

size cartoon characters like 
the Smurfs, the Power Rang¬ 
ers and of course, the Easter 
Bunny. 

“We didn’t see the president, 
but we saw the Easter Bunny,” 
Shannon said. “Which was 
probably better for the kids 
anyway.” 

The event had a “carnival” 
atmosphere, she said, with 
different booths featuring 
games and educational for 
the kids right on the White 
House lawn. There was musi¬ 
cal entertainment featuring 
famous Disney Channel sing¬ 
ers and of course, the famous 
Easter Egg Roll race offered 
for children 5 years old and 
under. 

“You were close enough that 
you could see the furniture 
on the first families’ balcony,” 
Shannon said. 

Shannon had been to the 
White House once before, for a 
tour in 1978. 

But this time she was think¬ 
ing about the children she was 
with, Shannon said, and that 
maybe the idea of opportu¬ 
nity had been planted in their 
minds. 

“A lot of things went 
through my mind. I kept 
thinking, ‘Oh these children 
are exposed to something 
today that they’re going to 
remember the rest of their 


lives,”’ she said. 

“I’m gonna go home and 
put a picture album together; 
and I want to keep up with 
those children, just write 
them encouraging notes. It 
was exciting to be there, but 
I’m more excited about what’s 
going to happen to those kids.” 

This was also the first time 
since that line for the ladies’ 
room that Shannon and Lacy- 
Baskerville had spent face-to- 
face time with one another. 

“This was a most enjoyable 


time for both Linda and I,” 
Lacy-Baskerville said. “It gave 
us the opportunity to visit 
in a more personal environ¬ 
ment and spend quality time 
together.” 

Shannon agreed. 

“We sat down part of the 
time, watching the entertain¬ 
ment on this big hill,” she said.

Board of Ed weighs options for after school, wrap-around services

Parents will need to 
rethink pick up and drop 
off schedules for stu¬ 
dents enrolled in one or 
all of the wrap-around, 
daycare and after school 
programs for the upcom¬ 
ing school year. 

After weighing three 
options for relocating 
after school services, the 
board of education voted 
4-0 at its April 16 meet¬ 
ing to allow the ECC to 
be licensed to include 
daycare and after school 
care for students. 

“Option 2 looks like 
it has less student move¬ 
ment from school to 
school,” board president 
Roger McDowell said 
before the board’s final 
vote. Board member 
Benita Young was absent 
from Monday’s meeting. 

According to Superin¬ 
tendent Sheila Mitchell, 
the decision for final 
scheduling for the pre¬ 
school classes is still up 
for discussion. 

Some preschool stu¬ 
dents may start their 
day at Emma B. Ward, 
while other students 


will remain at the ECC, 
depending on which 
class they have been 
enrolled, Mitchell said. 

Morning preschool 
students could begin 
their day at the ECC, 
then be transported to 
Emma B. Ward Elemen¬ 
tary school for daycare 
services until 3 p.m., 
Mitchell said. Those 
same students also 
enrolled in after school 
care will be bussed back 
down to the ECC after 
the 3 p.m. dismissal. 

Preschool students 
enrolled in the afternoon 
time slot would remain 
at the ECC for both pre¬ 
school and after school 
services, if needed. 

“We just need to look 
and evaluate what’s best 
for the program and the 
kids,” Mitchell said. 

The Anderson News 
reported in January 
that the newly con¬ 
structed ECC was three 
classrooms too small to 
support its current popu¬ 
lation of students and 
staff, and that the board 
would need to relocate 
both the daycare center 
and the Regional Train¬ 


ing facility to other 
buildings in the district. 

The board held a 
special-called meeting 
on April 12 to discuss 
concerns about daycare, 
wrap-around and after 
school programs. 

Joann Blackburn, a 
Anderson County par¬ 
ent with two children 
enrolled in the district, 
said she appreciates that 
wrap-around — a service 
provided to parents who 
need early morning 
care, after school care 
and care during school 
breaks— exists all year 
round, but was con¬ 
cerned about the transi¬ 
tion for her daughter, 
who has special needs. 

“It’s not the school 
they’re used to, down to 
the maintenance men,” 
Blackburn said, refer¬ 
ring to children having 
to adjust to a different 
school while being trans¬ 
ported for daycare or 
after school services. 

Another concern was 
that 3-year-olds and 
4-year-olds enrolled in 
daycare with the district 
would not be able to 
use playground equip¬ 


ment at Emma B. Ward, 
which currently is only 
licensed for kindergarten 
through fifth grade stu¬ 
dents. 

Council member Steve 
Higgins brought up the 
question of the play¬ 
ground equipment, and 
ECC principal Melissa 
Lentz said children could 
use the playground area, 
but not the equipment. 

“We can use the area, 
but not the equipment 
unless we are recerti¬ 
fied,” Lentz said. 

Mitchell said that 
they are looking at get¬ 
ting that equipment 
recertified or move 
equipment to Emma B. 
Ward for their use. 

Saffell Street will be 
available district-wide 
for daycare services for 
kindergarten through 
fifth grade during snow 
days. 

The board also voted 
unanimously to move 
the Regional Training 
Center to Saffell Street 
Elementary, where two 
classrooms are available 
to support the training 
center’s programs. 
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Who. What. Where? 

The final daycare, wrap-around and after school care services and locations are 
as follows: 

After school programs 

Robert B. Turner Elementary currently supports one director and five part-time 
workers for 45-50 students daily. In addition to after school for grades 1-5, it 
will offer after school care for kindergarten students attending Turner this fall. 

Saffell Street Elementary supports two co-directors and a few part-time workers 
for 45-50 students. No change will be made to its after school care. 

Emma B. Ward Elementary supports one director and 3-4 part-time workers for 
35-40 students. No change will be made to its after school care. 

The Ezra B. Sparrow Early Childhood Center will now also offer after school care 
for kindergarten students and 3- to 4-year-olds enrolled in daycare, in addition 
to preschool students. 


Wrap around 

All preschool and kindergarten students currently enrolled in ECC daycare services 
will receive wrap around services at Emma B. Ward for the 2012-2013 school 
year. Mitchell said nothing will change with wrap-around services offered for 
students. 

The ECC will also be licensed to support wrap around services for preschool and 
kindergarten. 


Daycare 

Students enrolled in daycare will remain at Emma B. Ward Elementary at this 
time, Mitchell said.

I n response to my column 
two weeks ago regarding the 
authenticity of the Bible, I 
received an email 
from a reader.

The guy showed he 
at least had some idea of what Ken¬ 
tucky basketball was about the day he 
was introduced as Wildcat coach three 
years ago. Less than 30 seconds into 
that press conference, he mentioned 
Bill Keightley. 

Later that day, he talk¬ 
ed about imitating Kyle 
Macy and Joe B. Hall and 
just about every other Big 
Blue big name. 

At the media day press 
conference in October 
2009, he said the Wildcats 
would play fast. Of course 
they would. Not only did 
Cal have John Wall to run 
the show, this IS Kentucky 
you know. 

It is the place where 
Adolph Rupp popularized the fast 
break. It is the program that produced 
Rupp’s Runts, still the greatest pass¬ 
ing team to play the game. It is the 
program that routinely scored 90-100 
points nearly 40 years ago. 

And somehow, Calipari really does 
get it about what the program means 
to the people of Kentucky. 

We are a state that is not known for 
excellence in many things, but Rupp 
built the best college basketball could 
offer. Hall continued that excellence. 

They did it with city boys from Lou¬ 
isville or Lexington and country boys 
from Lawrenceburg or Shelbyville. 
The did it with boys from the flat 
lands of western Kentucky and boys 
from deep in the mountains. 

The game has changed since those 
days. This year’s UK team had just one 
Kentuckian among the top seven play¬ 
ers. The game, and the recruiting that 
follows, has gone world-wide. We’d like 
to see the roster have some in-state 
kids, but we also know that’s not how 
the game is played today. To be the 
best, you have to get the best, period. 

Cal gets that too. Rupp and Hall did 
and Calipari recognized that when he 
invited Herky Rupp, Adolph’s son, and 
Joe B. to accompany him on his two- 
day tour of the state. 

For some time, I have tried to come 
up with a definition of what “gets it” 
really is. So far I haven’t found one. 

But I know it when I see it. 

And love or hate Calipari and his 
style, just admit that he really does 
understand what sets the UK program 
apart from nearly every other.

starting Friday, April 20, at 
the Boone Tennis Center on 
the campus of the 
University of Ken¬ 
tucky 

“I like singles a 
lot,” says Hamrick, 
who became the 
first Anderson 
County girl to qual¬ 
ify for the state 
tournament as a 
high school senior 
two years ago. “I 
feel like I am better 
strategically” 

And even though 
Hamrick overpow¬ 
ered her opponent 
on Friday, she says 
the norm is not 
like what she became accus¬ 
tomed to when she burst onto 
the tennis scene. “It is a lot dif¬ 
ferent,” Hamrick said with her 
trademark broad smile. “In high 
school, you don’t have as much 
pressure as in college. There 
was not as much practice, but 
here sometimes you practice 
like three times a day.” 

Just down Tiger Way, Alves 
knows all about practice. A 
member of back-to-back region¬ 
al baseball championship teams 
at Anderson County, Alves 
enrolled at Campbellsville to 
play baseball. 

Now a junior at the school, 
he might really have found his 
calling during a redshirt year. 

He’s become a student-coach 
for one of the NAIA’s top pro¬ 
grams. 

“It was in the very first 
scrimmage back in the winter,” 
Alves remembers. “One of the 
coaches was in the dugout and 
asked me to coach first base.” 

What may have started on a 
whim has stuck. Even though 
Alves is not on the active Tiger 
roster, he might be one of the 
most active people wearing a 
maroon, white and black uni¬ 
form. He’s charting pitches and 
manning the first base coach¬ 
ing box during games. He also 
arrives well before practices 
and games to help line the field 
and make sure everything is in 
working order. 

He also helps prepare scout¬ 
ing reports. 

“I get to the field about 2 p.m. 
and stay until about an hour 
after practice is over. On game 
days, I don’t leave until about 
10,” Alves says with a chuckle. 

“I am doing a lot more stuff 
now than I have before.” 

Friday, Alves was there 
exhorting his teammates during 
a 13-3 romp past the University 
of the Cumberlands, a Mid- 


South rival. Currently, Camp¬ 
bellsville is in third place in the 
conference. 

“I had never really thought 
about coaching until I was in 
college,” says Alves, who is 
majoring in sports management. 
“Now it is working out for me 
and I am really enjoying it.” 

It is working out so well, that 
Alves will be coaching on the 
West Coast this summer. 

Alves says one of the Camp¬ 
bellsville coaches maintain 
connections with the Portland 
Baseball Club organization in 
Oregon. 

“It is a place for prospects on 
the West Coast - Oregon, Cali¬ 
fornia and Washington,” he says. 
“He got me a job there. I will 
be coaching the 15-and-under 
team. I will be the head coach. 
Sean Bouthilette (an Elizabeth¬ 
town native who played at the 
University of Kentucky before 
transferring to Campbellsville) 
is taking a medical redshirt this 
year. He will be my pitching 
coach. I will be leaving when I 
get done with the regionals this 
summer or after the (NAIA) 
World Series if we happen to 
make it that far.” 

Hamrick also has some sum¬ 
mer plans that might include 
taking some classes. 

“I really want to go on a mis¬ 
sion trip and I want to give 
tennis lessons,” she says. “I 
also want to play tennis and 
would like to work in some FCA 
camps.” 


While that might sound like 
a busy summer, it can’t be any 
more demanding than what 
Hamrick is already experienc¬ 
ing. “There is a lot of traveling,” 
she says of playing college ten¬ 
nis. “The hardest thing about 
that is trying to get all of your 
school work done. One weekend 
we were in Indiana, in Ohio and 
in Kentucky all in one day.” 

Hyatt, an accounting major, 
also plans on playing a lot of 
tennis over the break. He has no 
guarantees of being in the var¬ 
sity rotation next year - “Every¬ 
body here is really good,” he 
says - but has made many con¬ 
nections at the school and in 
the Campbellsville community. 

And those connections are 
helping some Anderson County 
students find their calling. 

“I hadn’t really thought 
about coaching until this year,” 
Alves said. “I was thinking 
along the line of getting into 
front office baseball work. But 
getting into coaching, I really 
enjoy it. I think I might get into 
coaching when I get out.” 

As for Hamrick, college life 
might be even better than her 
tennis game. 

“I like it because I get to meet 
different people,” she says. “I 
get to meet people from many 
different countries. We have 
like 40 different countries rep¬ 
resented here. 

“It is really awesome.”

sophomore lefty Brandon Eliadis with 
two out. 

Eliadis was only two outs from 
nailing down what might have been 
Anderson’s most impressive perfor¬ 
mance of the year but Woodford’s 
Chris Ares ripped a double down the 
left-field line and John Clay Curtis 
walked on a 3-2 pitch. 

Barnes elected to bring in senior 
right-hander Clay Guffey. After a bril¬ 
liant outing his last time out against 
Waggener, Guffey struggled, giving 
up a single to J.T. O’Reel and a bases- 
loaded walk to Rodney Gross. 

After Anderson got a force out at 
home, Woodford’s Brandon Varble sin¬ 
gled, driving in two more to tie things. 
He eventually got caught off the sec¬ 
ond base bag to end the inning. 

“We trust our guys when they get 
in that situation,” Barnes said. “The 
pressure got to us. Maybe I took Eliadis 
out too soon, but the last time, Guffey 
struck out all six batters he faced. 
Today was a different situation. Pres¬ 
sure will do that to you. Hopefully, we 
will learn from that.” 

Guffey got in a groove, getting out 
of bases-loaded predicaments in the 
ninth and tenth innings and retiring 
the Yellow Jackets with the winning 
run on base in the 11th. 

“Once he got out of the seventh, he 
settled down,” Barnes said. “He pitched 
out of some jams and kept us in the 
game.” 


Anderson appeared to be in good 
shape in the 12th when leadoff hitter 
Tanner Roberts walked and then went 
to second when the Yellow Jackets 
botched a pickoff attempt. 

After Brice Stockton sacrificed Rob¬ 
erts to third, Shea Sparrow walked, set¬ 
ting the stage for Landon Case. 

Case, who had been swinging a hot 
bat, grounded into a tailor-made 4-6-3 
double play to end Anderson’s final 
threat. 

“He is our best hitter and our best 
hunter,” Barnes said of Case. “It made 
us feel good to have runners at first 
and third with one out. We had some 
options. Where we could not afford to 
have the ball hit is where it went. 

“I wouldn’t want anybody else up in 
that spot but Landon.” 

Woodford got the game-winner in 
the bottom of the inning when Zach 
Mason, the Bearcats’ fourth pitcher, 
issued a bases-loaded walk to Curtis, 
driving in Eli Boggess. Mason took the 
loss. 

Woodford pitching, especially 
O’Reel and Zack Hacker, who got the 
win, silenced the Anderson bats. The 
Bearcats mustered just one hit after 
the third inning. 

The Bearcats had scored twice in 
the first when Cole Sayre and Gran¬ 
ville Hayes smacked back-to-back 
two-out doubles then Guffey singled to 
drive in Hayes. 

Anderson scored again in the sec¬ 
ond when Wesley Jorette walked, then 
eventually scored on a wild pitch. Case 
also singled in the third and eventu¬ 
ally scored on another wild pitch.
